Chicago, Sept. 13.—The terms of

LONDON, England, September 14. — Another great war,

Further ad- 
vances of the victorious Turkish commander Mustapha Kemal 
toward Constantinople, the goal of the Tnrkish nationalists, 
may be the signal for the declaration' of war by Great Britafm . 
Russia has entered into the conflict with open support for $ie 
Turks. The Dardanelles promises to be the touchstone of ,a 
fresh world's conflict, if the Turks pursue their ambition w?th- . 
out regard to Allied ultimatums. In two brief weeks the sit- 
uation in the Near East has changed from a petty warfare jto 
the actual verge of a great conflict involving the war-weary 
nations of Europe in a clash with the ambitious millions of $j£ 
Moslem world. The threat of war, deemed here to be fairly 
real, stole upon Europe unexpectedly.
